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A Justice Department do* 
mestic intelligence unit pro- 
vided the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency with names of 
0000 to 10,000 U.S. radicals 
in 1970, a Justice Depart- 
ment official confirmed last 
night 

James T. Devine, now 

with ’Justice’s Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Adminis- 
tration. said the names of 
domestic radicals were pro- 
vided to the CIA with a re- 
quest that the spy agency in- 
crease it s surveillance of 
f-hese people while they were 
on trips abroad. 

It could not be learned 
whether the names supplied 
by the Justice Department 
were the same ones men- 
ioned in a recent New York 
Times star? alleging that 
Jie CIA conducted illegal do- 
mestic surveillance o n 
r, nh- war activists and had 
names of 10,000 Ameri- 
cans in its files. 

Devine said he supplied 
the names while he was 
head of the Interagency Do- 
mestic Intelligence Unit In 
the Justice Department. He 
scud he gave them to Rich - 
ar d Qber, a senior officer in 
counterinfcel- 
iigmee divison. The Times 
nailed Ober and liis supervi- 
sor, James J . Angleton, as 
managers of the ClA*s al- 
leged domestic surveillance 
rmgrsrn. 

Devine said the names in- 
cluded members of the 
Hiacfc Panthers, the Weeth- 
ernw.n, t!i« Shidents for a 
Democratic Society, Carrie 
\r .b organizations and oth- 
* Now Left groups.

demonstrators and vio- 
lence-prone radicals, as well 
as in investigations of anti- 
riot violations and threats 
against government person- 
nel and property, Devine 
said. 

“Quite a few of them were 
going overseas, particularly 
to meetings in Europe,” De- 
vine said. “We wanted CIA 
to Increase their coverage of 
them there to see who they 
were meeting, .what they 
were planning, whether they 
were getting foreign training 
in sabotage and other for- 
eign support.” 

The CIA reports on foreign 
activity were channeled 
back to the FBI, Devine * 
said. 

Two aources said Qber 
had been given the assign- 
ment of tdacktaf foreign ] 
radicals abroad late in the , 
Johnson administratioci. CIA : 
intelligence analysts had m 
been asked to determine 
whether domestic radicals 
were being supported or in- 
fluenced by foreign powers, 
they said. 

This report concluded that 
there was no evidence to 
support that belief, but 
Johnson administration offi- 
cials were reluctant to ac- 
cept it, these aources said. 

The analysis Job was then 
given to Qber m counterin- 
telligence *a n d additional 
manpower was shifted into 

his office, they said. On* 
source said he may have 
had as many as 50 people 
working for him. 

“But we never did find 
any hard evidence of foreign 
support o r financing for 
these domestic radicals,*’ 
one source said. 
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
